A UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 



The last editoriol of the year, like the first, is 
a difficult one for any editor of The Daily to 
write. In the Freshman Issue he is only one 
among many officiels, aHVoffWhom soy roughly 
the same thing to the incoming students. In 
this Convocation Issue we ore embarrossed to 
find ourselves the only spokesman for the' grodu- 
ates of 1955. Both cases, howeverMj>4^.^ 
much the same problem: a great deal ofî^hat;We 
would like to soy has been said many times be- ♦ 
fore. 

Next Wednesday over one thousand students 
will receive degrees as tokens of a course of. 
study successfully completed. Some of them will 
continue their studies, but most will have to sally 
forth in search of a job — a truly terrifying 
prospect. 

Will the four years or more they hove spent 
at McGiil help them in this quest? • 

The professional faculties, such as Engineer- 
ing, Law and NAedicine, exist' to train students for 
their jobs. Even a Bachelor of Arts — a degree 
often despised because of Its lock of influence 
with employers — is of at least negative value 
in getting a job; it's difficult to get a good job 
without some sort of college degree. 

Most students at any lorge university toddy 
are in professional faculties. This fact, together 
with the growing insistance of employers that 
applicants must have some sort of university 
degree to get o job, has led many to believe that 
a university exists to train its' students for better 
jobs. Faculties end universities are too often 
judged by the earning power of their degrees. 

Professional faculties can correctly be judged 
on such a scale; it Is not unfair to evaluate them 
by the woy they prepare students for their pro-, 
fessions. But to judge the realm of the humori^ 
ities, or the university as a whote on this basis' 
is a dangerous distortion. 

A university, to be worthy of the nome, must 



do more than just qualify its students for jobs, 
even in its professional faculties. A university 
gtoduate, whether a doctor, a dentist or on en- 
gineer, should be an educated -man. He should 
be literate, ond he should be able to think 
clearly and express his thoughts coherently. He 
should also possess for the rest of his life the 
interest and the curiosity to continue his educa- 
tion outside of the university. - 
.'^Wheiher or not McGill has succeeded in pro- ■ 
ducing' sucK men.in.this yM graduating class, 
it is difficult to say now. ' Certainly many will 
look back upon their years here and realize that 
they did not moke the most of their opportunities. 
Some, indeed, now that the list of graduates is 
posted and one may speak frankly, would^adm|t 
to having .done the minimum of work required. 
They may hove devoted their time to such vital' 
tasks as that of editing The Doily. But this is 
no real indication of whether or not they have be- 
come educated at McGill. 

A university serves at the same time as a 
filter, and those who pass through it must meet 
a certain standord. It is this thot mokes o uni- 
versity degree of value to employers — even an 
Arts degree — for it gives, or should give, an 
indication of Intelligence and ability. This stand- 
ard falls if the minimum of vrork required to earn 
'o degree is too small. • - ■ vjV; 

McGill's world wide reputation is based upon 
its constantly high standards over the years, and 
these standards must be maintoined if , McGill is 
to continue to deserve that reputation. If em-, 
ployers complain of McGill, as they have often 
complained of other universities, that her gradu- 
ates cannot write English, cannot express them- 
selves, or are otherwise uneducated, the Uni- 
^rsity will have failed one of its most important 
i'tàsks.,. 

We do not think this has happened. We hope 
it never will. J. M. F 



UNREASONABLE REGULATIONS 

With the completion of the.'new .Rédpath Library two years ago, 
McGill students have had a brighter/imore comfortobte^^^ more 
convenient place to work than ever before. Some .of the library's 
administration procedures, however, are still os inconvenient as the 
old building in which they were bom. 
"1^^.: Too Few Stack Permits v : ;--:;?^ 

Access to the stacks, for instance, is limited still to graduate 
.students, and to honours students in their third and fourth years. 
I While no one denies that there must be some restriction, this singling 
out bf honours students for the privilege of stock permits is unrelat- 
ed to the pipce of the honours courses in the rest of the University. 

This regulation (which is apparently the creation ot the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, and not of the library) seems to be based on 
two mistakes. It assumes that only honours students have to do 
any detailed research, and it is impossible.^j^ideaJbe privilege 
access to the stacks without creating a fjogdj^mffipts there. 

Unreolistic DisHncHS5||||B|^:;4^i^^^^ 
It is only in the library that such a distinctibn^exlststbeween 
the honours student and the general student. Elsewhere in the Uni- 
versity the two may take the same courses and do the same work, 
but the general student is not required to specialize to the' same 
degree, nor must he maintain as high on overage. To soy that only 
the honours student has occasion to do detailed research is unreal- 
istic in the extreme. • . ' . , 

It is probably true, as librarians assert, that most general stud- 
ents would not be interested in using the stacks. If so, it seems un- 
likely that the stocks would be reduced to chaos upon the widening 
of access. Surely the students vi^o are interested and would profit 
from such access have o right to it. 

System too Rigid 
The main difficulty with the presentsystem is its rigidity. It

Many outstanding professors hove left 
McGill in the lost four years, on leave of absence, 
into retirement, or take positions at other univer- 
sities. We have been sorry to see them go, for a 
iuniverslly is only as good as its staff. It is of 



rofwital*imçortance that they continue to be re- 
ploced.by^meii.of the some high calibre. 

This may prove increasingly difficult, mainly 
because McGill cannot offer solcries os high as 
those at some other universities in Canada, and' 
on adequate salary is the first necessity to at- 
tract and retain good men. To raise salaries, 
McGill' needs more money, This money cannot 
come from a further raise in student fees, which 
ore already high, but must come from private or 
government sources. ' • 

Last spring the Quebec government announ- 
ced 0 grant to McGill, fully compensating for the 
losses we suffered when not allowed to accept 
Federal aid. The provincial grants, however, un- 
liké the Federal, cannot be used to increase such 
recurring expenses as professors' salaries. The 
money was given for a single year, and the uni- 
versities hove no assurance that it will again be 



years, and a university could not go ahead unless 
sure of 0 similar increase in annual reveriue. 

The Quebec government could give 
this assurance without raising by very 
much the amount they give. They could, 
and we hope they , will . guarantee each 
university a fixed annual grant by statute, so that 
the universities would know with certainty what 
aid they might expect each year. 

At present.we con count on nothing beyond 
the money already given us, and this instability 
mokes it impossible to use, the government grants 
where they ore much needed. The money we have 
, received is certainly most welcome, but the way 
in which it is given is least satisfactory. The 
Quebec government would do a great service for 
all the universities in this province in assuring 
them a fixed annual ,grant on which they might 
depend. ^

Although the replies to his letters cannot be made public 
until the..opening of the football season in Seiftember, it is be* 
lieved that there will.be a lot of new faces In next year's lineup, 
and for that matter,' several American accents will be heard around 
' the campus. The big requirement for all these players is now, as 
it always been, the academic standbg which must be mahitain- 
ed no matter how many touchdowns are scored. 

As SoUlvan .puts it, "Wconay not g«it any Tcsults, but we sure arc 
■ keeping Mie .Oanaldian; Govemmeot goin« in jstamps." Although .it 
nmy be sevieral eensoiw fiwfore we win the intercollegiate dhampionshtp 
which bas eluded aicGill since 1938, it seems almost certain that de 
feolts by over 80 points iwon't 6e seen here in the fall of 1056.
